The Government expert sent 
here some weeks ago to view the 
turnpike from Mt. Sterling to 
Maysville. proposed to be improv- 
ed with government aid, has filed 
his report. Our citizens have also 
been informed that if the whole 
route cannot be improved, the 
government will aid in improving 
the pike from Mt. Sterling to 
Sharpsburg and it is believed the 
citizens living along the proposed 
route will subscribe enough to 
make the plan a success. The 
counties of Montgomery and Bath 
will contribute all they are able 
out of the funds available for that 
purpose. It must be borne in 
mind, however, that the Fiscal 
Courts cannot go beyond the cur- 
rent year and anticipate future 
levies.

REPORT ON DESIGNATED 
POST ROAD IN KENTUCKY. 

MNMUraO KOADv 

The section of road designated 
in Kentucky under the Postoffia 
appropriation act of August, 1912. 
extends from Mt. Sterling on the 
C. & O. R. R.. in Montgomery- 
county, to Maysville on the C. & 
O. R. R. and on the Ohio River, 
in Mason county. The road is the 
old Montgomery - Flerntngsburg- 
Mt. Sterling pike, which has been 
used probably for more than one 
hundred years, and which for a 
great many years maintained as a 
toll road. It extends from Mt. 
Sterling, through Judy, through 
Sharpsburg, through Bethel, to 
Sherburne on the Licking River, 
thence through Tilton, Flemings- 
burg, Wedonia and Louisburg, to 
Maysville on the Ohio River. The 
total length of the road is approx- 
imately 49.5 miles, distributed as, 
follows: 

Montgomery county, 7.5 miles. 
Bath county, 13 miles. 
Fleming county, IT miles. 
Mason county, 12 miles.

The fiscal Government 

of Jefferson County. 

Ki«lit years Hjro an election was 
held on the proposition to deprive 
the Fiscal Court of its business 
functions, and to have these busi- 
ngs alFuirs of the county of Jeffer- 
son put in the hands of a commis- 
sion of three men, to be selected 
by the voters of the county at 
large, and to be taken from three 
districts. 

That was the famous election of 
1906, which, after a contest, was 
set aside. In the excitement of 
the time, the significance of this 
vote for # change in the business 
conduct of the county of Jefferson 
was lost sight of and no contest 
was made. The returns showed 
that Mr. Barth had been elected 
mayor, and that this proposition 
had been beaten. Had a contest 
been made this decision in regard 
to the county would have been set 
aside, as was the decision in re- 
gard to the mayor. The reform 
leaders believe — and wisel> — that 
they were not justified in compli- 
cating the issues involved in the 
city election by a contest of the 
returns upon this proposed chaime 
in county affairs. Such a contest 
would have involved great labor 
ju a pew field, and it was not 
Made. 

It is now possible for the people 
<>;ice more to vote upon that proi - 
option. If it fails they must wait 
eight years longer. 

The county is given the right, 
under the constitution, to deter- 
mine this matter for itself. There 
is no possibility of securing ade- 
quate results from the taxes im- 
posed, save by a change in the 
whole business conduct of the 
county of Jefferson. Our taxes 
are distributed upon an antiquated 
system, with vast waste and inex- 
cusable results. 

Jefferson county ouuht to have 
the best system of roads of any 
county in the country. It has 
probably the worse of any county 
of its character and size. It is the 
system that is at fault. No doubt 
contractors and politicians, and 
local and general bosses, take ad- 
vantage of this condition of af- 
fairs, but it would hardly be 
possible for able and experienced 
men of business to conduct the af- 
fairs of the county of Jefferson, 
under the present system, with 
satisfaction either to themselves or 
to their constituencies. 

It is well, therefore, for the 
people to consider this and take 
immediate steps to secure for the 
county of Jefferson, a modern 
business organization. I n this 
way we can secure two desirable 
results: A reduction in the tax 
rate and increased returns for the 
■ one y expended. - Louisville

Two Lexington Banks Merge. 

One of the biggest bank merg- 
ers ever negotiated in Kentucky 
was consummated Wednesday 
when an agreement was reached 
and all of the details arranged 
whereby the First National Bank 
and the Lexingtou City National 
Bank, two of the leading financial 
institutions of Lexington, are con- 
solidated under the name of "The 
First and City National Bank of 
Lexington."

pike, and was thereafter maintain- 
ed as a toll road until about ten 
years airo. From local reports, it 
appears that as a toll road the 
maintenance was unusually satis- 
factory, and the entire road was 
kept in uniformly (rood condition. 

The surfacing material is local 
limestone, which occurs abundant 
ly in the characteristic thinly bed- 
ded formation in this locality, and 
being of a soft variety, provides a 
material which bonds readily, but 
tinder heavy traffic wears out rap- 
idly, producing quantities of disa- 
greeable dust. In Montgomery 
county, leaving Mt. Sterling, the 
road varies in width from 20 to H 
feet. Throughout the county the 
width is generally above 12 feet, 
but the surface is very uneven, ir- 
regular in alignment, more or less 
tilled with chug holes, and in all 
sections recently repaired, is cov- 
ered with loose stone that would 
be clas^eJ as No. 1 stone for mac- 
adam work. The presence of this 
large stone used in repairs, defeats 
its purpose by forcing the traflir 
to one side or the other, and 
wherever traffic is forced beyond 
tiie limits of the metal surface, the 
edges are badly raveled and bro- 
ken down. The depth of stone 
varies considerably, and probably 
cannot be considered effective 
above an average of live or six 
inches over any considerable 
length. 

For the purpose of a preliminary 
estimate as to the probable cost of 
improving the section in Mont 
iromery county, it is estimated 
that entire surfacing will have to 
be placed on 2b per cent, of the 
length, and resurfacing on 75 per 
cent. 

From Hinkston Bridge, where 
the road crosses to Bath county to 
the village of Sharosburg, the 
road follows a small stream, which 
Hoods after very heavy storms and 
inundates the road at various 
points tor a mile and a half. The 
entire distance of three miles be- 
tween Hinkston Creek and Sharps- 
burg, including the low section on 
the bottom lands, will have to be 
entirely regraded and resurfaced. 
From Sharpsburg northward to 
Bethel, the road should be resur- 
faced over the entire distance for 
a width of 15 feet. From Bethel 
to Sherburne, the road continues 
the approximately 15 feet effective 
width, and will have to be resur- 
faced over about DO per cent, of 
the uislame. The balance will 
have t«» be entirely reconstructed. 

At Sherburne, the road crosses 
the Licking Kiver on a substantial 
wooden lattice bridge, now main- 
tained as a toll bridge. North- 
ward from Sherburne the grade is 
heavy for a mile and a half, but it 
is doubtful if any relocation can 
be attempted with the funds at 
present in sight, especially because 
if relocation is .undertaken, it 
should only be done after a careful 



cent, grade, and constructed in as 
permanent a manner as possible. 
This will require cansiderable ad- 
ded distance and would cost more 
than could possibly be allowed 
from the joint fund for this pro- 
ject. It is therefore contemplated 
that from Sherburne to Flemings- 
burg only such slight changes as 
are imperatively required to 
straighten the traveled way shall 
be made, and the entire section re- 
surfaced to the width of 15 feet. 

From Flemingsburg to Mays- 
ville, the road is in much better 
condition than to the South, and 
as far as VVedonia it is recom- 
mended that the road be resur- 
faced. At Wedonia, the road 
passes into Mason couuly, and 
from that point to the North 
Fork, the road should be resur- 
faced over 75 per cent, of its 
length. From North Fork to 
M-tysville, no construction work is 
contemplated, except trimming the 
shoulders and clearing the ditches 
This section of the road is in 
much the better condition of any, 
and is at the present being oiled 
by the Mason county authorities. 

The following bridges and cul- 
verts will be necessary in a sys- 
tematic re-construction o f the 
road, although it is not essential 
at this time that all be placed:

From the above estimate it will 
be seen that systematic improve- 
ment of road from end to end will 
be impossible. Further, inas- 
much as each county wishes to 
make a separate contract, there 
will be a joint fund for each 
county, and this will, of course, 
have to be expended within the 
county. It is obvious, therefore, 
that the only feasible plan is to 
place the entire road in as uniform 
a condition as possible by expend- 
ing the funds of each county in 
making needed repairs to those 
sections which are in the worst 
condition at the present time 
This will provide for the resur 
facing of the worst sections in each 
county and will make it possible 
to regrade the low section north 
of Hinkston in Bath county, and 
to resurface south of Flemings- 
burg in Fleming county, the sec 
tions that are in the worst condi- 
tion.

Bath county; Sharpsburg No. 
4 comes into the designated road 
one quarter of a mile south of 
Sharpsburg, and Sharpsburg No. 
2 goes northward from Sharps- 
burg t o South Sherburne via 
Bethel, but does not cross the toll 
bridge to Sherburne. 

Fleming county; Flemingsburg 
No. 2 goes southward through 
Tilton to Sherburne, and is sepa- 
rated from Sharpsburg No. 2 only 
by the toll bridge. Flemingsburg 
No. 3 goes northward to Wedonia 
Post Office at the Mason county 
line. 

Mason county; Maysville No. 3 
goes southward from Maysville to 
the Mt. Gilead road, where it 
turns eastward. From this point 
to Wedonia, there is no rural free 
delivery. 

The designated route is traveled 
by rural free delivery carriers ex- 
cept between Judy and Sharps- 
burg, and from the Mt. Gilead 
road to Wedonia, a total distance 
of 7 miles. Of this, rive miles is 
covered by a star route and stage 
delivery.
